2. Anyone who has bei n known to 
treat another to intoxicating liquors bi 
violation of the anti-treating law, and

could take an appeal to that court 
J. A man who has been arrested on the 
charge of treating, coch! sue out a writ 
of hnhc'i* <vuy«s and the question taken 
directly to the Supreme Court 
It is very likely that all the courts in 
the State would hold the law uuconstitu. 
tionaI, aud therefore void.

Ail Irish Wake. 


A Dublin correspondent of the Bolti*- 
more Sun writes: I had often heard of 
an Irish wake but never was present at 
one until last nteht. 
Arranging m 
garb so as not to be too conspicuous 
went with an escort to the little farm 
house M where the dead one lay and the 
living lamented,” as a pretty French 
poem tells regarding an almost similar 
scene. 
The locality was Cloudalkm. 
The “ dead one” was tile only son of a 
widow. He had been a village school­ 
master in the neighborhood and lingered 
amidst the evils of consumption for 
twenty years, when that fatal disease 
terminated in his early death. Hie 
house was composed of two rooms os 
the ground floor and two above. In the 
lower ones all arrangements for the 
44 wake” had been perfected. The body 
was enshrouded and in a plain pine 
coffin. Around the head of the coffin 
were a crucifix, a print of “ The Mother 
of Sorrow1* and two somewhat long and 
lighted candles, and at the foot hut one 
caudle. By the side of the coffin sat the 
widowed mother, also a mother of sor­ 
row. On a low stool she sat, rocking 
her bent body to and fro, and alternate­ 
ly p a ttin g her hands on her knees as she 
gave utterance to a wail of woe. Occa 
mortally she would arise. look lovingly 
on the sad, white face of her “ darling 
boy gone,” and in agony let loose the 
flood-gates of a generously flowing heart. 
The surrounding persons were entirely 
women, both old and young. Sympa­ 
thetic sorrow was marked in every face, 
jret not an atom of dismal black mourn­ 
ing could I see. Prayer-book and ro­ 
sary beads were in the laps of each. 
After a severely impressive silence had 
prevailed for fully a half hour a little 
woman of middle age, with a deep, dark 
pair of eyes and a thin, scrawny face 
well marked with the furrows of frown 
lug rather than of time, began in a mo­ 
notonous, weird way, in semi-sotto 
Yoce notes, a species of grief and gut­ 
tural sounds that were taken up m a 
somewhat higher key by her compaa 
in n s and formed a witch-like chorus of 
** Ullah, ullah; gobla, gobla; ullah, 
ghona!1* This was the prelude to a rude 
sort of poetry or “ baning ” —a dirgo- 
like, heroic impromptu poem in the 
modem Celtic language. I sought an 
-obscure, yet convenient comer, and to 
■the best of my ability in phonetic power 
of pencil, took down these sounds. 
Later in the evening, as I remained 
'purposely, I conversed with the little, 
old keener, and found her extremely 
chocked at my gross ignorance of her 
poetir as noted in my book. 
By her 
aid, I made a crude correction of the 
so-called Celtic, as well as a translation 
which, in part, is as follow s:

The Lumberman says: We have been 
shown a model of a car wheel consisting

A Wasp Attacks a Spider. 


Mr. Seth Green, writing to the New* 
York World, says that .one morning 
when he was watching a spider* s nest a 
wasp alighted within an inch or two of 
the nest, on the side opposite the open­ 
ing.

In Isabella Bird’s “ Unbeaten Tracks 
Sn Japan” ibis sketch of a sermon on 
domestic life is given: 
Would you like to know how verj' di­ 
verting a sermon in Japan can be made? 
The following is a fragment of a trans­ 
lation of one of considerable length. 
The sermon, as is proper, takes a text 
which is to be found in the Chinese 
classics: “ That which is evil, be it but 
small, do not. 
That which is good bo 
it but small, fail not to do.” The echoes 
of a thousand pulpits are in the open­ 
ing sentences. 
“ These words, my 
good friends, are found in the section 
called Kagen of the Shogaku, which is 
so well known to all of you. 
They are 
indeed,blessed words, well suited to 
our text this evening. These words 
are short, but they contain au invalua­ 
ble lesson.” Two or three pages of 
thoroughly valuable and comiensed 
moral teaching follow.

Pokes of medium size, some small 
bonnets, and very large daring round 
hats make up the bulk of the first im­ 
portations of spring bonnets. 
The 
pattern jponnets shown are meant for 
the earlmst spring days, and are of th® 
closely woven Tuscan and Leghorn 
braids, or the split Belgian straws, 
rather than the open lace-like fancy 
straws that will be used when summer 
comes. 
The pokes are not extravagant- 
l3r large, and are of much better shape 
than those worn 
in 
the autumn; 
tho front projects vcr3' slightly7, the 
cars are short, and the crown is quite 
close, with either a revers turned up on 
it, or else a very closo curtain 
band. 
The novelty in such bonnets is the re­ 
turn to face trimmings for them, arrang­ 
ed in the styles of a hundred years ago, 
and the use of ribbons and soft satin 
trimmings that are reproductions of 
fabrics made at Lyons and at St. 
Etienne at the same' period. 
A tin3T 
bouquet of roses just inside the brim is 
very becoming to a young face; some­ 
times this is omitted, and there is a 
soft puff of satin merveilleux forming a 
face trimming, w hile in others the satin 
is a smooth lining on which wide white 
lace is pleated and sewed Hat: quaintest 
of all is a coquettish bow of ribbon in­ 
side,quite far back in the poke, with tho 
ends rolled like a curl, aud sew ed down 
each side, then coming out at the ears 
to form strings. 
A great deal of ribbon 
is used for trimming pokes, and this is 
from five to seven inches wide; espe­ 
cially is it wide for strings, and all 
pokes have strings. 
A fiat effect is 
given iu trimming pokes, though some­ 
times an exaggerated bow, somewhat 
in Alsacian style, is placed directly on 
top, with sharply notched ends hang­ 
ing down on the sides. 
Feathers and 
flowers are also largely used. 
Ostrich 
feathers have taken the place of the 
fancy feathers of tho winter. 
Two 
demi-long plumes begin on the left 
side of tho 
poke, 
and cross 
the 
top 
to 
the 
right, 
resting 
there 
flatly in 
the w'ay

seen on 
the Bernhardt pokes; sometimes a 
single plume begins on the right side, 
and hangs almost straight down behind, 
while in other easee a very long plume 
surrounds tho 
crown. 
St raw gimp 
edges the brim of smooth pokes, or 
sometimes beaded lace is used, or bead­ 
ed galloon binds tho edge, or else tinsel 
lace is pleated on, and studded with one 
or two rows of silver or gold faceted 
beads that are as largo as bullets. 
Flowers aro most often placed close 
against the left side, and quito low 
down; a smaller cluster then peers from 
beneath the brim, and is repeated on 
the strings.

It is related of rn splendid house in a 
great metropolis that among rooms of 
Oriental magnificence is one upon w hose 
plain wralls hang a few cheap prints, a 
rag carpet is upon the floor, some home­ 
ly pieces of furniture and a child's 
wicker cradle and wooden rocker are 
all put in that room. 
The sated fine 
Iad3' of the house spends her happiest 
hours, recalling, among the homely 
surroundings of her qjiiluhood, the van­ 
ished blessings that aro uow' lier sweet­ 
est memories. 
There is an old farmhouse on tho 
prairie where one room is kept locked 
all the week. On Sunday afternoon a 
gray-haired woman steals softly to the 
door, unlocks it and spends an hour 
within.

Rooms that are magnetized with love 
and memory, wrhere w'alls are of jasper 
and their doors of pearl. 
What rooms 
do they inhabit now? Where above the 
glittering stars is that home “ where 
the many mansions be?’’ Do the}' yearn 
to come back to the earthly rooms they 
once loved? It was an ignorant old 
woman wiio, when her poor neglected 
daughter died, listened impatiently to 
the good minister’s grand representa­ 
tion of tho home she had gone to, and 
the celestial room she now occupied. 
at last broke in, “ I'd just be satisfied 
to know that she was comfortable among 


bonnets shown are vcr}' 
similar in shape to those with broad flat 
crowns worn during the winter, and are 
meant for dross hats. 
They are laden 
witli trimmings that take on the Alsa- 
ciau bow shape; for instance, a Tuscan 
straw bonnet has two loops of Tuscan 
braid (lined with satin and with Mechlin 
lace) forming one side of an Alsacian 
bow7, w’hile tile other side of this bow 
is made of the loveliest while ostrich 
tips. 
A faceted gold clasp forms the 
center of the bow; the curtain band 
turns up like a revers, and has lace 
upon it; similar lace is pleated inside 
the brim, and this distinguished little 
bonnet is completed by white satin 
merveilleux ribbon strings six inches 
wide, and more than a yard long. 
Another small bonnet is made up of 
some of the newest fancy materials, and 
although silver net and jet are intro­ 
duced, the prevailing color is red—the 
new’ Vandyck red—as this appears in 
the satin merveilleux which is pleated 
on the foundation beneath the jet and 
silver lace, and also in the strings of 
ombre red satin, shaded from deepest 
Vandyck up to pink. 
A cluster of 
shaded poppies trims the back of the 
crown like a comb. 
Another little 
bonnet, scarcely more thoir a fanclion, 
of silver lace, has for its only trimming 
a monture of red poppies, branched to 
show7 four shades, arranged in a huge 
bow, and tied in the center with stripec 
grass. 
The round hats are made in large 
picturesque shapes, with soft brims not 
wired, and lined with a pleated lace 
frill, or else fully-puffed satin; or in 
contrast to this there is a stiff brim 
rolled to flare all around, lined with 
velvet, edged with beaded laces and 
great faceted beads, and half hidden b}' 
the small nodding plumes that fall over 
it from the crQW'n. 
The feathers on 
such hats are massed in profusion that 
exceeds even the st}7les of the winter; 
both small tips and large shaded plumes 
are used. 
A uovelty in such hats has a 
Marie Stuart point in front 
Flow'cre 
aro mixed with feathers on hats, a 
wreath sometimes passing along the 
brim on tho inside and sometimes out­ 
side. 
White Mechlin and Languedoc 
laces edging net or mull form scarfs for 
trimming light hats that have pompons 
of flowers finished with feathers, or else 
they are trimmed on one side with six 
or eight tiny ostrich tips. 
Again, there 
are large scarfs of satin merveilleux 
shaded in stripes and plaids of Madras 
colors, with bars of gold, silver or steel; 
these aro used also on dark bonnets for 
traveling and for morning shopping. 
For black round hats there are steel 
trimmings and voluminous scarfs of 
Spanish lace put on to cover nearly all 
tho top of the crown, as well as to sur­ 
round i t 
The acajou, or mahogany 
red shades, are seen in the Tuscan 
straw and ostrich trimmings of very ex­ 
pensive round hats. There aro other 
straw's 
colored tho stylish 
condor 
brow'n, which is one of the new golden 
brown shades, and nmde into large hats 
that require the ombre satin merveilleux 
scarfs of yellow7, shading from maize 
into brown for trimming; a little straw- 
colored lace and some conder brown 
velvet trim the brim, and there is a 
long shaded plume on tho leftside.—

better and continue to produce young 
dll a later age, and that they are almost 
entirely free from all contagions and 
pulmonary diseases which afflict stock 
in Great Britain and those parts of this 
country where tight barns, stables and 
pens are in general use. 
It is likely that there is considerable 
truth, and, also, considerable error, in 
the teachings of both of these schools 
of instruction in the science and art of 
stock-raising. There is little doubt that 
animals eat less food when kept during 
cold weather in comfortable buildings, 
and that they lay on more flesh and fat 
according to the food they consume 
when they are not obliged to travel 
long distances to obtain it. 
That the 
flesh of animals of all kinds is more ten­ 
der when they are fattened in tolerably 
close quarters is generally admitted, as 
continual exercise tends to develop the 
muscles and to render them tough. The 
difference between tho flesh of wild and 
domesticated animals is due to the 
amount of exercisortaken by the former. 
That there is such a thing as too 
much protection for stock is at the 
present time very generally admitted. 
Barns, stables and pens have been con­ 
structed so as to admit of a very poor 
circulation of air. 
In man}7 cases ani­ 
mals arc obliged to breathe the air 
that has been deprived of oxygen in 
their lungs, and to inhale the vile odors 
that rise from their own excrements. 
In some cases barns have been con­ 
structed so that the solid and liquid 
manure accumulates on the lower or 
ground floor; above this stand the 
stock, and above them is stored the 
fodder on which they arc fed. 
In theso 
barns vile substances are taken into 
the stomachs of cattle, as well as in their 
lungs. 
I n at many animals have been too 
closely confined to allow them to ac­ 
quire a good muscular development is 
also generally admitted. 
Certain high- 
priced animals have been kept up so 
closely that they have almost lost their 
power of locomotion. Figs mature in the 
pens where they were dropped, and nev­ 
er leave them till they are slaughtered. 
It is necessary to loaa them in a wagon 
if they are to be taken to market alive, 
though the distance is very short. 
Many cattle have been kept in quarters 
so warm and close that they are scarce­ 
ly able to walk when fat, while they 
suffer from cold on tho slightest expos­ 
ure. 
Blankets are as 
necessary to 
them as overcoats are to men during 
the most severe days of the present 
winter. 
It is not only possible but practical to j 
combine all the excellencies of both 
methods of keeping animals without 
adopting any of the objectionable feat­ 
ures of either. 
Common sense declares 
aud common observation shows that 
stock of all kinds require for their com­ 
fort and well-being some protection 
during the severe weather of winter. . 
Unless they have it they fall off iii con­ 
dition, lose flesh and contract colds, no 
matter how large the quantity or how 
excellent the quality of food allowed 
them. Young, naturally feeble and sick 
animals require protection at other 
times, especially 
during 
protracted 
rains. 
Even sheep which are noted for 
their hardiness and their ability to 
withstand exposure will suffer fewer 
losses and produce more w ool if they 
are afforded shelter 
during 
severe , 
weather. 
The importance of air and exercise 
cannot be too highly estimated. 
Pure 
air is as essential to animal develop­ 
ment as nutritious food and clear water. 
In fact the former is apparently of 
greater necessity than the latter as ail 
animal will Jive several days without 
food or drink, while it will 1 iii sera lily 
perish in a few minutes if deprived of 
air which is. necessary to purify the 
blood which is in the system. 
Air, 
which is full of carbonic acid or heavily 
charged with vile odors does not purify 
tho blood, but acts like a poison in the j 
animal system. 
A certain amount of 
exercise is essential to the full develop­ 
ment of every portion of the system. 
The anatomy of every animal, bird, rep­ 
tile or insect shows that it was not de­ 
signed to remain stationary. 
It is possible and practical to house 
cattle, sheep aud hogs without stilling 
them. 
It is easy to afford them suffi­ 
cient protection during very severe 
weather without rendering them so ex­ 
tremely sensitive to cold that they re­ 
quire to be covered with blankets when 
exhibited at a fair held on sunny days 
in the month of September. 
It is 
practical to feed them well without 
pampering them. 
Barns, stables and 
pens may be rendered w arm and com­ 
fortable without preventing all free cir* 
culation of air. They may be so ar­ 
ranged as to render the storage of ma­ 
nure comparatively easy without com­ 
pelling the animals bound to lie in it of 
to inhale tho odors that are constantly 
arising from it. 
It is not necessary to render swine as 
fleet as deer, or to cause beeves to move 
over the ground as rapidly as race 
horses, in order to keep them in a 
healthy condition. 
Sheep do not re­ 
quire to travel all the time, or to per** 
form long journey, like the buffaloes of 
the plains, in order to be in a condition 
to produce and raise young, to yield 
£ood mutton, or to turn off large fleeces 
of excellent wool. 
A suitable amount 
of exercise, however, is necessary for 
the health and full development of all 
tinds of animals. Without it the appe­ 
tite becomes impaired, and perfect de­ 
velopment of the system becomes im-* 
lossible. 
In this, as in many other 
hings, the middle ground is the safest 
to choose.— Chicago Times.

At.present a spirited controversy is 
going on between those who favor keep­ 
ing stock in close quarters and those 
who believe in letting animals run at 
large and enjoy 110 artificial protection 
during the entire season. The former 
declare that there is a great saving of 
food during the colder portion of the 
year in keeping cattle, sheep and swine 
in warm buildings, that tho manure 
they make can be preserved and ap­ 
plied to the ground with less loss, and 
•in a better manner; that the animals 
gain faster and mature in a shorter 
time: that their flesh is much better and 
thai their general health and condition 
is superior to those animals that run at 
large, have no protection and are 
obliged to search for the food they ro- 
qiiire to eat. 
The advocates of the other system 
claim that animals which run at large 
at all seasons of the year become so 
liardy that they do not suffer from ex- 
]>osure during the most severe weather; 
that it is cheaper to keep them warm by 
allowing them an abundance of food 
Mian by erecting expensive buildings 
for their accommodation; that their 
flesh is more wholesome; that the ma­ 
nure they make is deposited on the 
ground where it is wanted without any 


Cultivating Spinach* 


A person may go into half a dozen 
country gardens, where every kind of 
easv-growing, 
wholesome, 
necessary 
anc! desirable vegetable outfit to be 
grown, and not see a bet! o f spinach, 
incomparably the best of everything 
coming under the head of “ greens.” 
How often we see both women and men 
searching along old worm-fence cor­ 
ners, and the edges of woods where 
leaves have collected, for tho young 
shoots of the “ poke,” to bo used as 
greens, and how greatly it is enjoyed 
at a season when it is difficult to get 
fresh young vegetables; and yet how 
much inferior it is to the garden spin­ 
ach, which can be grown for seven to 
eight months in the year. A bcd can 
be sown as early in the spring as tho 
ground can be worked, and by sowing 
at intervals through tho season ardish 
of it can be had upon the table when­ 
ever it may be desired. The last crop 
to be used early in spring before it can 
be grown as a spring-crop, and which 
will begin to grow the moment the 
frost is out of the ground, should be 
sown, say the beginning of October, 
and when freezing weather comes if 
should be lightly covered with straw 
and a few bean poles laid upon tho 
straw to prevent the wind from blow­ 
ing it away.

A Q ueer T an gle 
o f E vid en ce In th e 
Cene o f th e 
Roy* C harged w ith 
H tn sla a g h ter. 
The examination of Frank Van Wert 
and Ben Griffiths, before J ustice Brooks 
closed last evening, the accused tieing 
discharged. The case has been ably and 
closely fought, District Attorney Sale 
and Attorney ;Johu Win aits, appearing 
for the State, and Attorney Norcross for 
the 
defendant. The charge of man­ 
slaughter having been made, caused the 
caso to be a serious one, and tho examin­ 
ation was quite protracted and rigid. Jus­ 
tice Brooks rn 
giving 
his decision 
rightly pronounced the testimony on 
both sides unsatisfactory, aud so it was. 
There was a perfect bingle of the evi­ 
dence. 
There seemed to be much difference 
of opinion as to the real cause of Hand­ 
loom death, his friends claiming, and his 
dying declaration stating, that the two 
boys accused, while at recess at school 
pulled his legs back of his head, and sat 
down on them; that he went home lame 
and sore; was taken sick, and after lin­ 
gering along with abscessesou his leg for 
several months died. 
The accused denied that anything of 
the kind occurred; brought others of the 
scholars, 
who 
were 
there, 
and 
who said they knew 
nothing 
of any such occurrence. Other witnesses 
including the deceased’s own sister, tes­ 
tified that the boy had a cut on his foot, 
before this occurrence, aud that was the 
cause of lameness. The defense claimed 
that this wound became poisoned by 
wearing a rubber boot, and erysipelas, or 
something of the sort, set in. They also 
claimed that the father of the boy had 
threatened him with a whipping if lie did 
not make the written statement iii which 
he charges the boys with hurting him, 
aud the boy’s own sister so testified. 
Justice Brooks hinted at a theory of 
tho affair which he thought probable; 
that something occurred, some frolic or 
scullle, at the time alleged, but that it 
was uot at the time thought of any 
serious 
moment, and that it could 
not 
have 
been 
the 
grievous 
assault charged, the evidence showing 
that neither tho deceased, nor his broth - 
er, who claimed to see the 'assault, ever 
mentioned it until a month afterwards. 
The illness somewhat puzzled the physi­ 
cians and friends aud in inquiring into 
the possible causes, the occurrence of 
this day, wliatever it was, was revived, 
and the friends concluded that this 
might have been a cause. There seemed 
nothing to connect the frolic or scuffle^ 
or whatever it was, with the death of the 
boy, and even as an assault it was not at 
the time considered of sufficient moment 
to be told about, to cause any outcry, or 
to absent the boy from school, for the 
rest of tile day, one or more of which 
events would naturally have followed any 
such horrible assault as the friends of 
the boy claimed. Yet the denial of the 
defendant* that anything at all occurred 
seemed strange, for it was hardly to be 
conceived that the deceased boy on his 
death bed, or his family, would make the 
charge up out of whole cloth.
